4 Accordingly, because it appears from the non-receipt of the Office Action in the present 

application, in combination with several other items of evidence in the possession of the 
undersigned, that the USPTO was experiencing Mail Room problems at least during the latter 
part of 2004, as well as during the early part of 2005, this present mailing should also be

considered as a petition for a refund of the time extension fee provided herewith. 
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Moreover, the undersigned is aware of a similar Mail Room error in USSN 11/005,337 
(document mailed by USPTO in February 2005 to the wrong law firm), and in USSN 10/601,284 
(document mailed by the USPTO in January 2005 to a Corporate Law Department rather than the 
correct law firm). It is noted in the former instance, of USSN 11/005,337 that an advisory letter 
was sent to the Commissioner's Office, but was never responded to in any way by the USPTO. 

Also, in the latter instance, of USSN 10/601,284, the Corporate Law department which 
received the incorrect mailing from the USPTO was kind enough to simply return the documents 
to the USPTO with an advisory memo. 

Accordingly, if this request for a refund of the time extension fee is not honored by the 
USPTO, a formal petition for refund will be submitted by the undersigned, including photocopies 
of the examples of USPTO Mail Room errors mentioned above.
